Decatur, III., April 8—[Special.]—The 


hurrah end of the silver anniversary of the 


organization of the first G. A. R. post in the 
United States has been reached. Today has 
been devoted to music, parade, handshaking, 
and grandstand ornamental episodes. The 
Governor was here with his staff of handsome 
young men; the Old Man Eloquent,” Ogles- 
by, was here with his reminiscences of the 
days when he, and Lincoln, and Douglas, and 
Oliver P. Morton hobnobbea about these very 
streets together; the survivors of Post No. 1, 
now Dunham Post, were here; grayhaired 
and baldheaded men, seme still active and 


others lame, some on one leg, some on two 


crutches, men who followed Grant, Sherman, 
Sheridan, Logan, ahd Hancock were here 
shouting the old shouts of victories and sing- 
ing Marching Through Georgia as they 
marched in line through the streets.

Never before in the history of local politi- 
cal campaigns has a Chief of Police acted in 
so arbitrary. a manner with the police election 
returns as did Chief Marsh the night of the 
election. For many years the police have 
been furnished with blanks to be filled out by 
precinct judges after the count, the filled 
blanks being taken to the City-Hall, where 
they are copied by reporters and sent to the 
newspaper offices. It has been the custom 
after these semi-official returns have been 
read to the reporters. to place them in order 
in a room which was always accessible to 
newspaper-men for the purpose of looking 
them up again if necessary, This necessity 
occurred frequently, errors sometimes being 
made in the copies sent to the offices, or cop- 
ies occasionally being lost by messenger boys. 

Tuesday night a different arrangement ob- 
tained. The returns, after being read, were 
taken into a private room of tne Detective 
Department, Where Chief Marsh and his sub- 
ordinates frequently visited them. Early in 
the evening Sergt. Cudmore guarded the door 
and refused reporters admission. Everybody 
else could get in, however that is. if of the 
Cregier following. A Trrsune reporter who 
had been taking returns in the first ten wards 
of the city smuggled himself into the room 
and found returns from four precincts in those 
wards that had never been read according to 
arr ment. It was clearly evident there 
was Sn effort to conceal some of the returns. 

At midnight, when two-score of reporters 
were awaiting returns from a few missing pre- 
cinets, they were safe in Chief Marsh’s hands 
and had been for some time. They were taken 
into that private room after John Hopkins, 
Controller Onahat; Banks Cregier, and the 
Chief had inspected them. The inspection 
took a long titne.

The pavilion at which the camp-fire was 
held tonight was inadequate.

TO MAKE SMOKELESS POWDER.

CHARLES E. KINCAID ACQUITTED. 


The Slayer of Ex-Congressman Taulbee a 
Free Man Once More. 

Wasarnertonr, D. C., April 8.—The case of 
Charles E. Kincaid, the newspaper corre- 
spondent indicted for the shooting of ex-Rep- 
resentative Taulbee of Kentucky in February, 
1890, which has been on trial in the District 
Criminal Court for the last few weeks, was 
given to the jury this afternoon, After being 
out nearly three hours they returned a verdict 
of “not guilty.“ When the foreman of the 
jury announced the verdict many of the de- 
fendant’s friends rose from their seats, but the 
Judge cautioned them and the verdict was re- 
ceived quietly.

TWO YEARS MAYOR AND THEN our. 
Rec, not adjourn 
without adopting an amendment to the City 
Incorporation act providing that a Mayor can- 
not be his own successor; that after he has 
served his two years’ term he must step down 
and out and cannot be eligible again until an- 
other two years’ term has expired. The office 
of Mayor must be put on the same footing 
with that of City, County, and State Treasurer, 


or Sheriff, though for a somewhat different 
reason. In: the case of the latter it is neces- 


to guard against an improper use of pub- 
ena lv In that of the Mayor it is the 
overpowering temptation to make an improper 
use of patronage and power which must be 
guarded against. And what is true of him is 
true also of Presidents and of the Governors 
of those States where the Executive has not 
been nearly stripped of power. 

There is no reason why this amendment 
should meet with opposition in ither the Sen- 
ate or the House. There should be no diffi- 
culty in the latter, because the Democrats, who 
are in the majority there, have just had a 
striking illustration of the wisdom of such ‘a 
provision. Its absence is the direct cause of 
their in both Chicago and Springfield. 
In the first a Democratic Mayor tried to get a 
second term, and in the second to get a third. 
Each attempt was a failure, 

Two years. ago Cregier defeated Roche by 
12,000 majority. His success was due to the 
“moral scratchers, who, had Mayor Roche 
not been a candidate for reélection, would | 


have admitted cheerfully that his Administra-" 


tion was an admirable one. But when he ran 
again, owing his nomination, as they charged, 

to a machine, every mole-hill became a 
mountain to them, and his slightest faults out- 
weighed his greatest virtues in their eyes. 

Cregier was elected under circumstances 
which gave him a great opportunity, But he 
threw it away. Forty-eight hours after his 
election he began planning to get two years 
more. Ignorant or unmindful of the moral 
forces which had helped te put him where he 
was, he concluded that reélection in 1891 de- 
pended on a Democratic nom‘nation, and that 
to be sure of that nomination he must build 
up a personal machine which would dominate 
his party. So no sooner was he installed than 
he began to lay the foundations of Jefferson- 
ian Democratic Cregierism. Every Republic- 
an was dismissed from the city’s employ and 
was replaced by a man who took his oath of 
allegiance first to Cregier, second to the Dem- 
ocratic party, and last to the city, In order to 
swell the ranks of the Cregier body guard new 
places were. created and filled by men who 
could be relied on to be loyal to their chief at 
the primaries and in the convention. The 
question whether they were competent city 
employés never was asked. The result was 
the utter disorganization of every branch of 
local government except the Fire Department. 
Policemen, clerks, laborers, inspectors—em- 
ployés of all kinds—worked for Cregier and 
not for Chicago, 

As aresult an exceedingly powerful ma- 
chine was organized. The best evidence of 
its strength is the fact that it was able to de- 
feat Harrison at the primaries and in the con- 
vention. The latter was a Democrat of ex- 
ceeding popularity in his party. He was spe- 
cially strong with its foreign elementsand with 
the corporations, Having been a good admin- 
istrator of city finances, the wealth of the 
Democratic party was withhim. Yet Cregier, 
an eleventh-hour Democrat, with none of Har- 
rison’s ability, wasableto down him by means 
of his regular army. 

Having done that much, Cregier thought the 
future was secure. He fancied that the entire 
Democratic party would vote for him because 
he was the regular nominee. He did not 
dream that there would be a revolt of the de- 
cent unsubsidized Democrats under Harrison, 
which would defeat Cregier and leave Harri- 
son the cock of the Democratic walk. Still 
less did he reckon on the moral disgust with 
his Administration, which has just piled up a 
majority of 66,000 against him. Not being 
able himself to see anything wrong in turning 
the city into a personal machine and a Family 
Trust it never occurred to him that any one else 
could see anything wrong in it. He never 
recognized any right or wrong in poli- 
tics. 

Had the law given Cregier but a two years’ 
term his Administration would haye been a 
very different ond, Knowing that he could 
not be his own successor, he would not have 
spent his time in building up a machine.“ 
He would have seen that his only chance of 
becoming Mayor again in 1893 or later would 
be by-governing the city during his term the 
best he knew how. He would have kept most 
of the pledges he made the moral scratch- 
ers,“ 80 as to keep them on his side, so that 
when four years later his party was casting 
around ‘for a nominee it would have said: 
Here is Cregier, who can poll his full party 
vote, and who has also a large independent 
backing. We will take him.” And as this 
hypothetical Cregier Administration would 
have been a sort of milk and water one, not 
greatly pleasing anybody, but not specially 
angering anybedy, the chances are he would 
have been, reélected. But now, weighed down 
by a defeat and & bad record, he is a dead cock 
in the pit. 

To make a Mayor ineligible for immediate 
reélection is to protect him against himself. 
It is to make him pay less attention to his 
party and more to his fellow:citizens, and to 
rely for future élections on a good record 
rather than a packed convention. Had this 
principle been in the city charter since 1873 
Chicago would have been spared much mis- 
government. So let the Legislature, without 
distinction of party, agree on this necessary 
amendment to the City Incorporation act. 
Leave the term as it is. The Aldermen and 
other city officers are chosen for two years, 
and the Mayor should not be made an exvep- 
tion. Were he given a three or four years’ 
term that number of years would have to pass 
by before his services could be had again. But 
two'years pass quickly by. During that short 


time the people will not forget the merits of 


one who has been a good Mayor and they will 
call him back to office, strengthened and re- 
freshed by a pleasant vacation from municipal 
cares. ,

One hundred and eleven thousand men 
declared themselves against Cregier ana but 
45,000.tor him. The votes of the 111,000 were 
divided between three men, but they would 
have been concentrated against Cregier 
had it been felt that that was the 
only way to beat him. Had Har- 
rison’s supporters felt that he had no 
chance and that Hempstead Washburne alone 
could beat Cregier, Washburne would have 
had their votes, and if it had been believed to 
be necessary he would have had those given 
the other Washburn. So, had Hempstead 
Washburne’s chances been hopeless, his back- 
ers would have been for Harrison. 

Therefore any attempts to substitute Cregier 
for Washburne by fraud will meet with angry 
resistance from 111,000 Chicagoans, each of 
whom is opposed to Cregier and all his works. 
Forty-five. thousand people cannot stuff a 
fraud down the throats of more than twice 
that number. They only invite destruction 
when they attempt it. Therefore, if the Cre- 
gierites are wise, they will not try to tamper 
with. the returns, and be thankful if they es- 
cape punishment for frauds already commit- 
ted.

THE EFFECTS OF THE ALLIANCE DELU- 
SION IN THE WEST AND SOUTH. 

The dispatch from Charleston, S. C., printed 
in alate issue of Tare Trrsune and contain 
ing an interview with W. I. Talbert, Superin- 
tendent of the State Prisons and President of 
the Tillman nominating convention last year, 
confirms previous statements that the Alliance 
people in the South have drawn a broad and 
solid line of demarkation between their party 
and the old Southern Democrats, It shows 
that farmers are in the supremacy and that 
they are closely following the Alliance leaders. 
Mr. Talbert’s prominence as a leader of the 
State Democracy and as a leader alsoin the 
St. Louis and Ocala conventions invests his 
statements with the highest authority. Sena- 
tor Edmunds also has expressed his views and 
is apprehensive of danger to Northern Repub- 
licans from the operations of this new and un- 
known factor in politics in the Weat. 

The core of the whole matter is that while 
the Republicans are having their hands full 
with the Alliance people in the West, the Dem- 
ocrats are having a monkey and parrot time 
with them in the South. The Southern Dem- 
ocratic farmers and planters in the cotton 
States are persistently insisting upon their 
*Subtreasury’’ scheme. Their demand is 
that the Government shall build warehouses to 
store their cotton at every large railroad station 
afid river town, and that it shall take charge 
of them.and run them. It mugt provide 
clerks, accountants, and storehouse keepers, 
and pay them. In these warehouses the 
planters will store their cotton and the 
Government will hold it until its 
price is forced up to the old war prices. In 
the meantime, that the planter may live, the 
Government must issue to him, say, 75 per 
cent of the value of his crop’ in ukase 
„money, money so declared by arbitrary de- 
cree after the absolute Russian fashion. This 
„money will be handled by the bookkeepers 
and subtreasurers, who will do business after 
the peculiar style of Alliance methods! The 
planter will take the ukase money to pay his 
debts to the stores until his crop is sold and 
he can repay the money. By holdimg the 
cotton in store and not selling any of it they 
expect the price can be advanced to famine 
rates and the cost of all cotton goods 
used here will be doubled up. Thus thirty- 
eight.States will have to pay double price for 
their cotton goods so that half a dozen States 
may get big prices for their cotton, 

There is good reason to believe that this 
movement is general in the cotton States 
among the whites. The negroes who work on 
shares are also in league with the whites, and 
workingmen have been brought to favor it by 
the promise of double wages and profits on the 
cotton they raise. Thus the movement is a gen- 
eral one in the rural districts of the South. 
What are the Democrats in the other Stdtes 
going to do about this? Will they let the Al- 
liance fellows have their own way and knock 
the party to flinders outside the cotton States, 
or will they refuse and lose the very backbone 
of their party in the South? Therefore they 
are as badty off as the Republicans—worse off, 
in fact, because, all things considered, there is 
a higher standard of intelligence in the West 
than in the South, so that the delusian will 
continue in the latter section long after it has 
disappeared in the former. aa 


REDUCING DUTIES UPWARD. 

The Nebraska Daily Journal says: The 
“McKinley act is a general reduction of 
** duties all along the line, with some few ex- 
“ceptions, where special protection was 
„thought necessary, and expresses surprise 
at the idea that it was expected to decrease 
the volume of imports. The Journal must 
view the McKinley bill with queer eyes or 


through distorting spectacles. So far from 


making a general reduction of duties all 
‘along the line” it raised the duties on 791 
articles, while it placed on the free list the 
follewing: 

Unground raw acorns and chicory, bees wax, 
books and pamphlets printed exclusively in other 
languages than English, and those in raised print 
for the use of the blind; braids, plaits, and laces 
for making hats, etc.; raw bristles, crude coal 
tar, dandelion roots unground, floor matting 
made from round or split straw, currants, dates, 
jute, jate butts, manilla, sisal grass, sunn, and 
other textile grasses or fibrous vegetable sub- 
stances unmanufactured; grease and degras; un- 
cleaned human hair; hand-sewing and darning 
needles; nut oil, olive oil unfit for eating; un- 
manufactured opium; nickel ore; crude potash, 
with its chlorate, nitrate, and sulphate; raddle 
for polishing lenses; hemp and rape seeds; bulbs 
and bulbous roots that are not edible; snotgun 
barrels in the rough; sand, sugar, and molasses; 
sulphur ore containing in excess of 25 per cent of 
suiphur; tar and wood pitch; tinsel wire; tobac- 
co stems; spirits of turpentine; unmanufactured 
briar root or wood; and paintings in oil or 
watercolors and statuary. Total about fifty 
articles. 

The only one of any importance on the list 
is sugar. Scarcely any of the rest are of any 
value, and most of them areso insignificant 
as to suggest the idea that they were listed for 
the purpose of raising a false issue, pretending 
to give relief where none is afforded. The im- 
portations of all of them for the fiscal year 
1888-89 amounted to only $25,844,000 and the 
duties on them to $4,960,552. But there can 
be no mistake as to effect on the consumer 
of the 791 articles on which the duties are 
raised. They are articles of domestic pro- 
duction to the extent of four or five hundred 
million dollars per annum, the ratio of that to 
the total consumption varying all the way 
from a quarter to three-fourths or more. Our

THE CAME MORTON CONTROVERSY. 

The statement of the sufferings of Confed- 
erate prisoners at Camp Morton made in the 
Century dy Dr. Wyeth of New York, formerly 
a Confederate officer, has been promptly chal- 
lenged by Mr. Oliver T. Morton, son of the 
ex-Governor of Indiana, by Mr, W. R. Hollo- 
way, who was the Governor’s private secre- 
tary in the war period, and by the respectable 
newspapers of Indiana. In this article Dr. 
Wyeth sets forth that the Confederate prison- 
ers were treated with cruelty, that they ate 
rats and. dogs and many of them died of 
starvation, that they suffered many indigni- 
ties, and were unprotected from the rigors of 
a severe winter, In an interview since the 
publication of the article Dr. Wyeth further 
says: 

We were men from ‘Alabama, Louisiana, and 
other warm States, used toa sunny climate. We 
were not sheltered against the winter; we had 
not medical attention for sickness. Then there 
were horrors of starvation incredible. For years 
and years there has beena great uproar about 
Libby Prison and Andersonville. And it is true 
that the Union prisoners were not treated as they 
should have been, But we had the excuse that 
we had only food and medicine and clothing 


enough for our own men, For Camp Morton no 
such excuse could be offered. The Federal Gov- 


2 I was there, and it gave little to any of the 
others. 

There were plenty of doctors and there was 
plenty of medicine in Indianapolis, yet the sick 
were allowed: to die of trifling ailments. And 
these prisoners were starved within sight of flelds 
of grain. 

We print elsewhere an interview with Mr. 
Morton, son of the ex-Governor, which con- 
victs Dr. Wyeth of gross exaggerations and 
misstatements if not of intentional falsifica- 
tions made for the purpose of an offset to the 
undisputed cruelty which was practiced upon 
Union prisoners at Audsysonville, Salisbury, 
Belle Isle, and other Southern prison pens. 
Further official testimony will be forthcoming 
to prove that the Century article is a tissue of 
misrepresentation. In the end it will have no 
other outcome than ti establish the fact that 
the very publication of these exaggerations 
and untruths is tantamount to a confession 
that the alleged cruelties and horrors of the 
Southern prisons really were perpetrated, 

The principal tauses which induced sickness 
and mortality among’ the Confederate pris- 
oners at the North were ennui and lack of 
steady occupation, Just as confinement in a 
penitentiary without labor will cause sickness 
and mortality, and in some cases insanity, 
the same environments in prison camps had 
the same effect in proportionate degree. 
Away from home and without employment of 


ened and died. The gase was the same at 
Camp Douglas, though, perhaps, not to the 
same extent, as the Chicago Copperheads and 
Southern sympathizers were allowed ac- 
‘cess to the prisoners and supplied them 
daily with delicacies until permission 
had to be refused because this familiarity 
of intercourse was improved to concoct a 
plot for the outbreak of the prisoners and the 
looting, if not destruction, of the city. Of 
course there was a heavy mortality from the 
causes enumerated of Southern prisoners in 
Northern prisons, as there was of Northern 
prisoners in Southern prisons. Homesick- 
ness also played an important part in super- 
inducing other ailments and the Southerners 
suffered more from this than the Northerners, 
as the larger majority of them were from 
country homes. As to the suffering from 
change of climate that was inevitable. The 
men from Alabama, Georgia, Mississippi, and 
other extreme Southern States could hardly 
expect the Federal Government to modify the 
temperature of Indiana to suit them any more 
than the soldiers from Maine, Vermont, and 
Michigan could expect the South to change 
the weather of Virginia and South Carolina. 
The quarters at Camp Morton previously had 
been occupied by Union troops, but, whether 
they had or not, the Union soldiers camped 
out on the northern line of Virginia suffered 
as much hardship and discomfort as the Rebel 
prisoners at Camp Morton. 

There was nothing during the war which 
kept soldiers from sickaess like constant oc- 
cupation. Those regiments which were under 
fighting commanders suffered little from sick- 
ness or desertions as compared with those 
under slothful commanders. There was lit- 
tle or no sickness in the army on its march 
through Georgia under Gen. Sherman, or 
among the Rebels who tramped after Stone- 
wall Jackson. The sick soldiers were found 
among the troops of MeClellan and Halleck, 
who lay round in camps doing nothing, and 
the diseases generated there by inactivity 
were exactly the same as those in prison 
camps, which now are charged up to the 
prison authorities,

Tun Tairwun gave yesterday editorially the 
chief points of the ordinance introduced in the 
Council last Thursday providing for the set-

ments. Tus Tarsuns stated further that it 
was the intention of the friends of this ordi- 
nance to put it through at tonight’s meeting of 
the Council—at its last session, held after its 
own life had practically expired and just be- 
fore the incoming members take their seate— 
and it protested against this attempt to rush 
through at such an unseemly time an ordi- 
nance which savored o much of jobbery and 
regarding whose exact provisions the people 
seemed to have been kept ignorant designedly. 

Today this paper, which has been able at 
last to get hold of this ordinance, prints the 
substance of it, and illustrates the text by a 
map, showing how much it is proposed the 
city shail give and how little it is intended it 
shall receive in return, The simple inspection 
of that map ought to satisfy the taxpayers 
that the bargain which Aldermen arp propos- 
mg to make in their name is an inequitable 
one, and should not be carried out.

There is the less need of haste because this 
ordinance is not a finality. One of the parties 
to the deeds which ate to donvey the sub- 
merged lands, etc., to. the Illinois Central is 
the State of Illinois. The consent of its 
Legislature must be secured before the State 
can join in any such conveyance. Will the 
Legislature be likely to sanction any agree- 
ment which has been rushed through the 
Council with indecent haste? Will it not 
rather suspect that there is fraud where such 
an ordinance is put through with suspicious 
celerity? And in addition to getting the con- 
sent of the State it will be necessary to have 
the permission of. the Federal Government 
before any of thé proposed filling of sub; 
merged lands can be done, It is ptovided in 
the ordinance that a failure to secure that per- 
mission shall cancel the agreement. The 
General Government is slow to move about 
such matters as this. Were this ordinance 
passed tonight the War Department would 
not hasten to give its approval, especially if 
there should be a suspicion of fraud about the 
matter. It might prefer to have Congress 
pass on the metter, and that body does not 
meet till December. 

Therefore wait. Let the people familiarize 
themselves with this latest plan of settlement. 
All the citizens have an interest in the Lake- 
Front, and not the abutting property-owners 
alone, and the voice of the former should be 
listened to as well as that of the latter. When 
Chicagoans have figured out in dollars and 
cents what the city would get and what it 
would lose were this ordinance adopted, they 
will be able to express an intelligent opinion 
as to the merits of this ordinance. It would 
not be wise for the Aldermén to deny them 
something which so clearly is their right. 


OUR TRADE WITH LIBERIA. 

Mr. Alexander Clark, a gentleman from 
Iowa, is at present occupying the double- 
headed and responsible position of Minister 
Resident and Consul-General to that long and 
narrow Republic which lies between the dense 
forests of Upper Guinea and the Guif of Gui- 
nea, known as Liberia, and fills both positions 
for the salary of $5,000 per annum, which, we 
believe, is something more than Mr. Hilary R. 
W. Johnson, its President, receives. Finances 
do not count for much in this little Republic, 
it being only necessary that a President should 
possess $600 to be eligible for the position. 

As Minister Resident Mr. Alexander Clark 
has but very little to do beyond sustaining the 
dignity of his position—which is not a hard- 
ship—keeping away from fevers on the one 
hand and snakes and wild beasts on the other, 
and settling international questlons which 
Mr. Hilary R. W. Johnson may suggest 
as against the United States, though, as the 
African Republic is a protégé of this country, 
these questions never come up. “Hence his po- 
sition as Minister Resident would bea sine- 
cure were he not léading a sort of Jekyll-Hyde 
existence, appearing as Consul-General when 
he is not acting as Minister Resident. In his. 
latter capacity he may plead some offset to his 
handsome salary. As Consul-General he must 
make quarterly reports which are transmitted 
through the Minister Resident to the Secre- 
tary of State showing the exact volume of 
trade between the two countries, accompanied 
by abstracts of invoices of goods, articles, and 
merchandise. The abstract of importations 
for the quarter ending Dee, 31 last has been 
received and furnishes the following pleasing 
information:

The Condal-General, dug the Minister 
Resident, also sends the information that there 
is a large increase in éxports and that the trade 
with this country is growing, though one item 
seems to be in some danger. He reports that 
the large influx of Italian emigrants has not 
ceased, which would appear to indicate an in- 
creased demand for monkeys as accompani- 
ments to the hand-organ ovsiness. It will 
further appear from analysis of the returns 
that monkeys, parrots, and snakés comprise 
the lion’s share of the exports to this country, 
amounting to about fivéesizths of the sum 
total. Itis not entirely clear, however, why 
the Liberian merchants discriminate in favor 
of snakes. The parrots and monkeys are in- 
voiced at $1 each, which is @ reasonable price 
for such beasts, but the shakes are set down 
at $1.25 each. It may be possible that the 
difficulty in catching and handling the snakes 
enhances their value over the monkeys and 
parrots by a quarter of a dollar. The trade 
seems to be thriving in spite of the fact that 
Mr. McKinley has fastened a 20 per cent 
duty on monkeys and snakes’, except where 
they are intended for exhibition purposes, and 
their tendency is then purely educational, and 
this though there is no competition with our 
snakes and we do not produce monkeys even 
as an infant industry needing protection. As 
to the parrots we are not dware what ruling 
the Treasury Department would make. If 
they are singing birds they would have to pay 
20 per cent duty, but are they singing birds, 
or have they evén the most rudimentary ideas 
of song? Ate they not talking or squawkmg 
birds rather, and ought they not to go on the 
free list? We are glad that Liberia shows up 
so well in its native industries, but even at the 
expense of destroying them altogether and 
leaving nothing for Mr. Alexander Clark to do, 
either as Minister Resident or 
an absolutely prohibitory duty on these par-
